THE AnCTIC EXPLORATION VESSELS. 


A correspondent of tho New York World, 


iu describing the Alert aud Discovery, Ihe 
two vessels lo be used iu tho. English polar 
eipodilion, says, "Iho 
insides of both ves- 


sels havo been completely lined with n layer 
of thick felt, over which is ft sheathing" of 
plank. The masts, yards, spars, sails, aud 
rigging of each ship aro identical, so as lo 
be interchangeable if necessary, aud all (he 
ironwork is covered wilh leather. The 
screws, which are the besl metal, are ar- 
ranged so as to be detached and bolstered 
up, while the screw shafts can bo drawn in. 
Each ship is divided by five water-tight 
bulkheads, with pumps in each worked by 
Ihe engines, fell, thick woolen cloth aud 
leather havo been used to converl Uio cabins 
aud forecnslle into extremely warm and 
comfortable nesti. On deck each hatchway 
is surmounted by ft hood raised above tho 
level of the combings, 
wilh closely filled 


doors, and over Ihis again, iu Winter, there 
will bo a small deckhouse, wilh the door at 
tho farthest possible point from Iho exit 
from the cabin. 
Each ship carries nine 


boats, including a yawl, three whalers, ono
